Major White, formerly Stute Senator of
Pennlylvania, who was recently released
from Richmond after an imprisonment of

 foarteen months, spoke at a Union meet-

ing in Philadelphia the other night. He
1 said :
“When the Christian and Sanitary

 Commissions (God bless theift) seut us
lbaxea our condition was improved. DBut
| after a time they looked upon the coutents
‘of our hoxes with anxious eyes, and
| whether they cobbled thew up or oot fa-
| ture bistury will determine. The speaker
on Christimas day felt almast happy in the
thought of hearing {rom and sending
'home. lle had bees urged to speak for
his brethren ip isfortune, andggsked for
| the piivilege. The well known tyrant,
Turner, commander of the prison, inform-
ed the speaker that he was tv zo direct to
' Salisbury, by order of Gea. Winder, who,
at Aundersouville, last July, caused one
thousand dead soldiers to be carried out
of the stockade. By his order the speak-
cr was taken to Salisbury, where the
Baltimore Piags took eharge of him. He
had given his blaukets and other things
to his fellow prisoners. This was Christ-
mas day, and as he went up the streets of
Richmond the Plug Uglies cheered him
with the assurance thas he would never
be exchanged. That didn’t help him
along very much,

“There arc no happy scenes in Rich-
mond There are no happy smiles of
children. Thers are no prosperous busi-
ness houses. Mverything seemed to pre-
sage the doom that awaits it. God grant
that that doom may soon come. (Cheers.)
He arrived at Salisbury. He was pat in
a cold room, stripped and searched. He
“still had a few borrowed greenbacks, and
had put them in his boots. ‘le managed
to save them. They had scratinized all
his family iectters and laid them on the
table. He managed to slip the greenbacks
"under the letters, and alterwards restored
all 1o his pockets. In the room above
him lay Sen. Corcoran. 1le was said to
he well treated, bat not so the speaker.—
They put him io an eixht foot dungeon.
The gaard was forbidden to speak to him,
or allow anvbody else to do so. Thero way
no light in the vell. A piece of iron-clal
covn bread rud a bone of meat were placed
upon tte floor, without a plate, for his
first day’s fuod.

“There was no charge against him ex-
cept that he was a Usion Senator ot
| Pennsylvania. Though euntitled to the
 treatmeut of a prisouer of war, he was
| seleeted from all his companions and thus

treated. Ile wus Kept there for three
| wacks, and atterwards in old smokehouse,
‘used as a dead house, for the balance of
| the winter. It iS the poliey of the rebel
officers to wear out the hives of those Union

‘ oficers to whowm they take a prejudice.”
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
